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More Facilities At 
Warren General Hospital 


A press interview with adminis­ 
trator Joseph Williamson at the 
close of yesterday’s Warren Gen­ 
eral Hospital board of directors 
meeting disclosed new facilities and 
plans for future improvements at 
the institution. 
Now completed at Warren Gen­ 
eral is the new admitting office 
which has been removed from the 
hallway and placed in the nicely 
renovated nurses’ locker room on 
the main floor. 
Here interviews 
with incoming patients can be con­ 
ducted in private and there is an 
enclosed waiting room. 
The locker room, in turn was 
moved into more colorful surround­ 
ings in the junior nurses home. 
The next big physical change at 
the institution will be the expan­ 
sion o f the pediatrics ward to a 
capacity of 21 from the present 13. 
Two wards along the passageway 
to the pediatrics ward will be fix­ 
ed in such a flexible manner as 
to accomodate youngsters during the 
heavy seasons and adults when nec- 
cessary. 
Children up to 12 years 
of age can be accommodated in the 
wa rd. 
The board has given the go ahead 
signal for placing a completely new' 
floor in the operating room and will 
pay in the range of six to seven 
thousand dollars. The floor is pre­ 
sently made of wood and is part 
of the old building. 
It was last 
covered in 1953. 
An interesting point brought out in 
the interview was that the oper­ 
ating room is completely explosion- 
proof and that special shoes and 
clothing are used by all personne 
entering the room to prevent any 
static which might cause an ex­ 
plosion. 
A new piece of equipment due at 
the hospital next week is an Ex- 
pi rograph, or a machine used to 
measure vital capacity with a lung 
condition. It cost about $6-700, wa 
made in Sweden and is one of the 
first in the United States. 
Another piece of equipment being 
considered is the Jefferson Venti 
lator. 
Leaders of the board have ex­ 
pressed a strong desire to increase 
the membership of the Warren Gen­ 
eral Hospital Association. 
At the 
present the membership is 180. A 
life membership in the association 
is $ IO. 
A step toward “ better commu­ 
nications" and “ increased under­ 
standing" between the board and

ATHENS. — If Prim e Minister 
Nehru is at all disturbed by the at­ 
tacks on him at home and by the 
threat of furtherChineseaggression 
on India’s northern 
frontier, he 
shows not the slightest sign of it, 
In an hour's talk with this reporter 
just before leaving New Delhi with 
the press caravan accompanying 
President Eisenhower, he ranged 
over a wide variety of topics, speak­ 
ing with the brilliance and the sub­ 
tlety that are his hallmark. 
Nehru talked at length about the 
nature of the border on the northeast 
and northwest frontiers. It is the 
wildest and most isolated country 
and now the impenetrable silence of 
winter has set in, with the mountain 
passes at 12,000 feet and the peaks 
at 14,000 feet or above shut away 
for many months. 
"It is rn a deepfreeze just now 
Nehru says, smiling a little as he 
uses this American expression. 
While he would not discuss direct­ 
ly the military or political future of 
the border dispute with China, anc 
according to all reports he was reti­ 
cent on this score even in his con­ 
versations with President Eisen­ 
hower, he gave the impression of 
wanting to believe that the dispute 
itself is in the deepfreeze. With the 
word "wonderful’’ he praised the 
tact with which Mr. Eisenhower, in 
all his public statements in New 
Delhi, avoided any apparent involve­ 
ment in India’s crisis. 
Nehru leaves no doubt that the la st 
offer made by Red China’s Premier 
Chou En-lai is unacceptable. That 
was for both sides to withdraw from 
the line presently claimed by the 
Chinese so that a no man’s land of 
approximately 30 m iles would be left 
the opposing forces. 
"That would, of course mean that 
we would surrender all the check- 
posts that we have established,’’ he 
said. "That we could not do.” 
The Indian counterproposal calls 
for a no man’s land of about 20 
m iles but it would not sacrifice the 
strongpoints that Indian mountaineer 
forces have established in this wild 
country at so much co st of money and 
effort. A san example of the difficulty 
of operating in this terrain, Nehru 
talks of the northeast frontier bor­ 
der point of Longju which the Chinese 
seized in the late summer. The In­ 
dian force that was driven out is less 
than IO m iles away but it takes five 
or six days to cover that distance 
over mountain passes and precipices 
that must be scaled with ropes and 
the other equipment of skilled moun­ 
taineers. 
What to do about the Chinese in­ 
cursions across the borderand par­ 
ticularly the road they have built on 
the northwest frontier between Tibet 
and Sinkiang, which at several points 
crosses 
Indian territory? Nehru 
gives gives no prescription beyond 
indicating that the buildup of strength 
o n these remote frontiers, which 
never really have been demarcated, 
together with the work to bring the 
wild tribesmen of the northeast 
frontier within the Indian frame­ 
work, must be accelerated. 
"Perhaps we could have moved 
faster, perhaps we could have done 
m ore.” This is his only concession 
to his critics. So much must be done 
in India — that is the theme he re­ 
turns to. And he makes no secret of 
the m assive assistance in long-term 
credits that India must have if the 
third five-year plan is to be a suc­ 
cess. 
These credits, according to Neh­ 
ru, must be for 15 or 20 years -- 
two to three years would be of no 
use — for capital investment. He is 
hopeful that a plan now under dis­ 
cussion for a commission of Ger­ 
man, British and American bankers 
to pass on India’s needs and recom­ 
mend a program for private and gov­ 
ernment 
participation 
w i l l 
go 
through. A prominent British bank­ 
er, Sir Oliver Franks, has, accord­ 


ing to Nehru, already signified his 
willingness to serve on such a com ­ 
m ission. John J. McCloy of the 
Chase-Manhattan Bank in New York 
is suggested as the American m em -j 
ber, but McCloy is still to be heard 
from. 
There is a sense of quiet urgency! 
in this discussion. India cannot stand 
still. 
On the subject of the Khrushchev - 
Eisenhower talks, Nehru spoke with 
warmth. He believes that Khrush­ 
chev is just as genuinely desirous 
— for his own purposes — of peace 
as is Mr. Eisenhower. And he be- 
ieves, too, that the Soviet Prem ier 
is making every effort to restrain 
Red China and quiet the dispute with 
ndia. 
"When Mr. Khrushchev was here! 
four years ago,” Nehru said, "he 
spoke to me about America and 
Great Britain. He said you’re friends 
with them. Why can’t you help me to 
get together with them. Then he went 
off to Burma and there something 
angered him and he delivered an 
attack on British im perialism . 
When he came back here I ven­ 
tured to suggest that this was notj 
the way to be friendly, that this 
would, in fact, offend every British 
citizen. I have never forgotten what 
he said to m e in reply: 
"'You must know that we have lived] 
in a state of siege for 40 years and| 
we cannot be insulted.’ ” 
In Nehru’s view Khrushchev de-] 
sires to lift this siege and give h is I 
people some of the rewards of life 
for which they so deeply long. This, 
he feels, is at the heart of Khrush­ 
chev’s desire for peace. A war be­ 
tween China and India would destroy j 
all his hopes. 


On the talks he has just concluded 
with Mr. Eisenhower, Nehru was 
reticent but he spoke with warmth 
of the 1-1/2 hours of discussion 
that they had three years ago when 
the Prime M inister went to Wash­ 
ington. He recalls that during all that 
time Mr. Eisenhower only once lost 
his temper and that was when he 
spoke of Red China and the fact the 
Chinese still held American prison­ 
ers. 
What a stupid thing, Nehru says of 
the Chinese refusal to release all 
the Americans. 
But Nehru the politician pales 
alongside Nehru the symbol of this 
vast continent with its fantastic con­ 
trasts of people and clim ate. He 
talks , with an enthusiasm that is 
young and almost dynamic, of the 
airstrip that the Indian Air Force 
has built on the northwest frontier. 
At 14,600 feet the Air Force claim s 
it is the highest landing field in the 
world. 
I said I wanted to go there and 
they took m e,” Nehru said. "The 
ground is frozen all the time, of 
course, and there are no trees so 
it was simply a matter of leveling 
off the strip, taking the stones away 
and that sort of thing. 
I can’t tell you how wild and re­ 
mote it was. They pointed to a moun­ 
tain and they said: ‘There, that is 
China.’ And you know what im press­ 
ed the tribesmen most? It was not 
the plane itself, it was the jeep the 
Air Force had brought with them. 
That, in a country completely with­ 
out 
roads, 
simply 
overwhelmed 
them. Of course, I stayed only two 
or three hours.” 
That is Nehru the man of imagin­ 
ation, the adventurer, the restless 
seeker who is so often impatient 
with the claims of government and 
politics. It helps to explain why he 
is for the indefinite future the in­ 
dispensable man for India and for 
Asia.

The following is the current policy regarding the administration of anes­ 
thesia to patients who are admitted to Warren General Hospital for emer­ 
gency operations and to maternity from 3 P. M. to 7 A. M. weekdays or on 
Saturday and Sunday. 


Every other night and every other weekend there is a nurse anesthetist 
on call to give anesthesia service. 


On alternate nights and alternate weekends there is a physician (anes­ 
thesiologist) on call to provide this service. 


Patients receiving an anesthetic from the nurse anesthetist on duty at night 
and weekends will be charged for her services on the regular hospital bill. 


Patients receiving service from a physician on call every other night and 
every other weekend will not be billed by the hospital but will receive a 
separate bill from the physician for his professional services. 


The above arrangement has been in effect since December, 1958 in order to 
give 24-hour anesthesia service at the hospital. The announcement is being 
made at this time due to some misunderstanding among patients who have 
been admitted to the hospital and were not aware of this arrangement. 


Mrs. Mary Russo, the nurse anesthetist employed by Warren General Hospi­ 
tal, is on call every other night and every other weekend. Harry M. Wild­ 
wood, MD and J. R. Essig, MD are cooperating with the hospital in provid­ 
ing emergency coverage on nights and weekends when Mrs. Russo is not on 
duty. 


The above is a temporary arrangement and an announcement will be made 
when the situation changes.

is the date Republicans hope to re­ 
gain the House seat they lost last 
year to the Democrats in Iowa’s 
F o u r t h 
Congressional district. 
Iowans in Congress have led a big 
jarade of Midwest Republicans to 
ie White House which demands 
ienson’s head. 
The timing suggests that the new 
rumors may be rather more of an 
election maneuver than a serious 
Benson intention. In the district it­ 
self, Republicans have the better 
cnown campaigner, 
but sources 
there say that at this point his dis­ 
advantage against the Democrats is 
orofound. Iowa has a Democratic 
Governor, Herschel Loveless, its 
first since the depression of the 
Thirties. 
The President, of course, is in 
New Delhi and the White House is 
silent. Vice President Nixon, who 
is minding the store, has long lent 
his aid and ear to the unhappy Mid­ 
west Republicans and his relations 
with the chairman of the HouseCom- 
mittee, Rep. Simpson, are particu­ 
larly close. 
Benson has other troubles. He has 
just had a gall bladder operation and 
his superb self-confidence seems a 
little diminished. He is on leave 
from the Church of Jesus Christ o f1 
Latter Day Saints (Mormon) of which 
he is an apostle and a member of the 
church’s Council of Twelve. The! 
church has approved of his remain­ 
ing in the Cabinet, but Utah sources 
believe it is concerned with the poli­ 
tical embarrassments attached to 
his tenure. 
Last year he vainly tried to help 
re-elect Senator Watkins of his 
state. Instead, Utah chose Frank 
Moss, a comparative novice, who is 
a Mormon but a liberal Democrat. 
Democrats are making Benson the 
major issue in every farm district, 
and they encounter little trouble in 
the effort. In the contested Iowa 
Fourth he was hung in effigy in the 
Republican candidate’s home town. 
The returns will indicate whether 
this was over-doing it. The embat­ 
tled candidate himself, John Kyi, 
says Benson’s policies are wrong 
but that Benson isn’t the issue.This 
is about as much as any Republican 
in a farm area will do for the Secre­ 
tary. 
Such developments cause rem ­ 
iniscent shivers among Republicans. 
National Chairman Morton admits 
the pressure for Benson’s resigna­ 
tion but says he does not expect it

POSTMASTER APPOINTS 
LITERATURE COMMITTEE 
In view of such experiences as 
that 
involving Lady Chatterley’ s 
Lover and sim ilar literature, P ost­ 
m aster General Arthur E .Sum m er­ 
field is attempting to find an answer 
to his problem of determining what 
should be allowed in the m ails. To 
a ssist him in this delicate task he 
has named a committee composed of 
the following: 
Douglas Black, president of Dou­ 
bleday and Company; Dr. Erwin D. 
Canham, 
president of the United 
States Chamber of Com m erce; Rev. 
William E. Cousins, archbishop of 
Milwaukee; Roscoe Drummond, New 
York 
Herald Tribune columnist; 
M iss Chloe Gifford, president of the 
General 
Federation 
of Women’ s 
Clubs; Dr. Shane McCarthy, execu­ 
tive director of the President s 
council on Youth Fitness; Dr. Julius 
Mark, 
senior 
rabbi 
of Temple 
Emanu-El; 
M rs. Jam es 
Parker, 
president of the National Congress 
of Parents and T eachers; Dr. Dan­ 
iel Poling, editor of The Christian 
Herald. 
Regarding his appointments and 
his dilemma the postm aster has the 
following to say: 
“ I have today appointed a nine 
member citizens’ advisory com m it­ 
tee on literature to help me reach 
decisions in m atters relating to the 
mailability of books where questions 
of obscenity arise. 
"T h e Post Office Department is an 
agency of the people of the United 
States. It furnishes a public service 
utilized by the entire people of the 
country. The Post Office, therefore, 
has rightfully been charged by the 
Congress with the responsibility of 
meeting public standards in its op­ 


eration. 
"In accordance with these stand­ 
ards, specific legislation requires 
the Post Office Department to deny 
access to the m ails of obscene m a­ 
terials that appeal to prurient in- 


news broadcasts. Highlights in Kiev, 
Odessa, T bilisi, Samarkand, Buk­ 
hara, and a score of other cities are 
carefully described.

The Committee, 
therefore, will be concerned solely 
with consulting with the Postm aster 
General, as the necessity may arise, 
a s to whether or not a specific piece 
of literature submitted for mailing 
is obscene and should be denied 
access to the United States m ails.

first came out and it gains lustre 
with each passing year. But what 
a lot of marvelous touches I I’d for­ 
gotten how superb were the shots 
of flat Kansas with its endless lines 
of marching telephone poles (based 
on Grant Wood’s paintings). 
I’d forgotten how great were the 
composition of those crowd shots 
of Munchkins and the great mob at 
the Emer ald City and the excitement 
and sheer opulence of the chase 
through the witch’s castle.

ARE WE LIVING IN 
A POST-CHRISTMAS ERA? 


In this Christm as season when 
the spiritual atmosphere in spired by 
the birth of C hrist is felt by most of 
us and moves people to a greater 
level of charity than is their custom 
during a m ajor share of the year, 
C hristians are apt to become a bit 
complacent about their religious a c ­ 
complishments and the progress of 
the church. The church becomes 
warm, big, and powerful. 
But we suggest that there is no 
room for complacency. Instead, the 
challenge is greater than ever. In 
fact, at least one religious w riter 
suggests we are living in a post- 
Christian era. 
He 
is Gabriel 
Vahanian, 
who 
translated and wrote the introduc­ 
tion for Karl Barth’ s "T h e Faith of 
the C hurch". Mr. Vahanian is 
m em ber of t h e Syracuse university’s 
Department of Religion. 
You can find a thought-provoking 
piece on the possibilities of this 
being a "p o st” Christian era in the 
December 12 issue of The Nation. 
It is written by M r. Vahanian. 
Here are some excerpts: 
Despite the overt, proselytizing 
religiosity of our present culture 
and society, 
we 
live in a post- 
Christian era. People try God, or 
original sin, as others try the new­ 
est medicine. The historian Arnold 
Toynbee 
acknowledges 
this 
fact, 
while the Oxford-Cambridge C h ris­ 
tian scholar, C. S. Lewis, ponders 
over the ' ‘unchristening’ ’ of Europe, 
particularly noticeable in literature 
as the most important turning point 
since its christening. 


* 
Christianity is today synonymous 
with religiosity. Its appeal to the 
m asses is alm ost entirely based on 
a 
diluted version of the original 
faith. 


* 
Such religiosity only fulfills civic 
ends: today it is socially fashionable 
to be religious. Religious observ­ 
ance has reached an all-tim e high; 
and religious affiliation has attained 
peaks which Jonathan Edwards would 


not have dreamed of. 
* 


In proportion as Christianity is 
displaced by religiosity, it no longer 
inspires contemporary culture; its 
spirit does not impregnate the ethos 
of our tim e. As a result, C h ris­ 
tianity stands in apposition, if not 
in opposition, to the modem world. 
The cleavage between them becom es 
m ore and more grievous. Nor does 
modem man look at all like any of 
the Big Fisherm an’s contem porar­ 


ies. 


* 


Christianity has at any rate lost 
its hegemony. Whether spiritually 
or politically considered, or both, 
this hegemony, arduously establish­ 
ed in the course of centuries, is now 
disputed. Certainly, itdoesnotm ake 
itself felt in international relations, 
except as it finds expression in the 
blunder of a diplomat inviting Jew s 
and Arabs to settle their differences 
in a Christian spirit.

The average man is at once too 
religious and not religious enough. 
There is nothing surprising in that. 
The 
latent 
religiosity 
of every 
man has purely and simply taken 
over wherever Christianity (seen 
here under the aspect of Calvin­ 
ism) has abdicated. The vacuum 
created by this abdication is filled 
with a religiosity as shallow as it 
is 
intense, 
because 
religiosity 
means 
that one 
believes m erely 
for the sake of believing and be­ 


cause the biblical terminology is 
increasingly foreign to our self- 
understanding. 
* 
To be sure, the concepts of hea­ 
ven and hell are not so essential 
to the structure of the Christian 
faith as foes and fundamentalists 
alike narrow -rn inedly claim . The 
Christian faith centers on the im ­ 
mediacy of God’ s transcendent p res­ 
ence in this world of things and 
beings. This, of course, requires 
today other modes of thought in o r­ 
der to convey what in a previous 
era the traditional concepts ade­ 
quately expressed. 


biblical fam iliarity justifiably calls 
only for an iconoclastic retort like 
that of the French poet, Jacques 
P revert: "O u r Father, which art in 
heaven, 
comma, 
stay where you 
a r e ." Not only has modem religion 
inserted a comma, it has also open­ 
ed wide a chasm between God and 
man, when it has not simply sub­ 
limated God, 
what with all that 
sweetness and sugar-coating non­ 
sense, The net result is that religion 
looks m ore and m ore archaic, even 
tends to resem ble magic. But insp ir­ 
ational books are not alone respon­ 
sible for that. 


A blanket of anonymity is descend­ 
ing upon religion, whose resurgence 
in the last decade perhaps is just a 
cover-up for the absence of faith in 
God. 


Not surprisingly, "God is a livin 
doll,” said the Hollywood actress 
turned Sunday-school teacher. Here 
is in many ways a more damning 
pronouncement than N ietzsche’ s de­ 
cree of the death of God. Increas­ 
ingly, one has been able to detect a 
tendency, especially typical of pop­ 
ular but also of some high-brow 
religious literature, to emphasize 
God’s love to the exclusion of the 
no less biblical idea of God’ s wrath. 
• 
He is love and something more, 
which the unexpected stress on His 
wrath intends to c o n v e y . At any rate, 
He is not a livin’ doll. Such an un- 


Some years ago, Elio Vittorini put 
this question even more incisively. 
The medieval synthesis, he observ­ 
ed, 
relied on Catholicism ; bour­ 
geois 
growth 
and 
progress 
on 
Protestantism : 
how could C h ris­ 
tians, he asked, concern themselves 
about the Christian quality of an age 
which will be neither medieval nor 
bourgeois? Indeed, ‘‘technological 
and syncretistic religiosity has be­ 
gun to succeed Christianity. Does it 
have anything to do with faith, bibli­ 
cal faith? Obviously not, since one of 
the prem ises of technological or do- 
it-yourself religion is that it makes 
no difference what kind of faith it is. 


I Religion thus loses its nerve. 


But this resurgence hardly con­ 
ceals the loss of hegemony suffered 
by Christianity. There was a time 
when people, i.e., European people, 
considered Christianity as the only 
religion. With the advent of the mod­ 
em period, Christianity becam e the 
best” religion, especially when it 
was put in that position with the help 
of im perialist powers. Today, the 
Continent has lost its prominence 
and A m erica does not want to offend 
the parts of the free world which 
are not Christian. Maybe this is why 
the fight against communism is en­ 
visioned as a Christian crusade: it is 
the only area where Christianity can 
still proclaim its superiority without 
offending anybody, including those 
who wield the plower of international 


Admittedly, these statements or, 
more precisely, the statement that 
we live in a post-Christian era, may 
seem somewhat rash. Yet, one must 
ultimately come to terms with the 
reality here uncovered, even though 
partially and imperfectly. 


Undoubtedly, therefore, every age 
is po s t-C hristian. But, so far, this 
has 
been 
true only theologically 
speaking. Aside from this, however, 
one would have to admit that, until 
now, the form ative tradition of W est­ 


ern culture has been imbued with 
the spirit of Christianity. Regard­ 
less of how approximately, our cu l­ 
ture has been a variation on the 
translation of this spirit into the 
arts and the sciences, into a style 
of life. But the novelty, or tragedy, 
of our situation lies in the fact that 
our age is po st-Christian both theo­ 
logically and culturally.
